OVERLAPPING BUREAUS 
NEWTON B. Drury will be out April I 
us directoi of the National Parks Service, 
si post he hc.s held since 1940. When Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Chapman announced 
the resignation, conservationists charged 
Chapman had forced it to end a controver­ 
sy between the service and the Reclama­ 
tion Bureau, both of which are under the 
secretary's control. Drury’s annual report 
just made public leaves little to conjec­ 
ture as to the reasons for his retirement. 
In brief, Drury declares against “a con­ 
stantly growing demand for commercial 
utilization” of national park areas. He was 
hitting at the Reclamation Bureau, with 
specific reference to its proposal to con­ 
struct dams in the Dinosaur National Mon­ 
ument area, lying in Utah and Colorado. 
This move, which Chapman approved over 
the objections of the National Parks Serv­ 
ice, was declared by Drury to endanger 
the national parks program. 
Holding to that belief, it was Drury’s 
duty to protest. Congress invested the ser­ 
vice with responsibility to afford “the full­ 
est protection” to natural and historic ar­ 
eas. This protection includes warding off 
attempts to commercialize the resources 
of those areas in timber, mineral, forage 
and water. 
But the Reclamation Bureau can claim 
it also acted in accordance with a congres­ 
sional mandate which makes development 
end utilization of the land and water re­ 
sources of the West the bureau's primary 
concern. The chances of the two agencies 
coming into headlong collision on ques­ 
tions of policy are obvious. 
The Drury episode furnishes just another 
instance of the working at cross purposes 
by various government bureaus, including 
those in the same department. The fault is 
not sc much that of the bureaus as of the 
laws creating them with the respective ob­ 
jectives often overlapping if not directly 
conflicting. The system is inefficient and 
in its 
wastefulness costs 
the 
taxpayers 
much needless expense, 
without always 
bringing about the proper solution.

One of the most potent instruments of 
warfare in the modern world is mass prop­ 
aganda. By this means it is possible for 
one nation to destroy the will to resist of its 
objective enemy. In this effort, the press, 
radio, and other means of expression be­ 
come the innocent tools of the enemy, of­ 
ten presenting his side as news and infor­ 
mation while actually it is neither. 
Guileless 
persons become the instru­ 
ments of the enemy without understanding 
what they are doing or what he intends 
them to. It is an ingenious form of psycho­ 
logical warfare which the United States 
practiced most successfully on the J a p a ­ 
nese people during World War II. 
It is remarkable that the best description 
of this device appears in George Washing­ 
ton’s farewell address: 
‘‘Sympathy for the favorite nation. . . 
leads also to concessions to the favorite na­ 
tion of privileges denied to others, which is 
apt doubly to injure the nation making the 
concessions by unnecessarily parting with 
what ought to have been retained, and by 
exciting jealousy, ill will, and a disposition 
to retaliate in the parties from whom equal 
privileges are withheld; and it gives to am ­ 
bitious, 
corrupted, 
or deluded 
citizens 
(who devote themselves to the favorite na­ 
tion) facility to betray or sacrifice the in­ 
terests of their own country without odium, 
sometimes even with popularity, gilding 
with the appearances of a virtuous sense of 
obligation, a commendable deference for 
public opinion, or a laudable zeal for public 
good. The base or foolish compliances of 
ambition, corruption, or infatuation.” 
During the existence of the Hitler-Stalin 
alliance, Soviet Russia employed in this 
country such an organization as the Am­ 
erican League for Peace and Democracy, 
which became the American Peace Mobi­ 
lization. This organization existed to pre­ 
vent the United States from going to war 
with Nazi Germany. It will be recalled that 
at that time many Americans were in favor 
of peace. The league utilized this attitude 
to associate with a strictly Communist 
group many who were wholeheartedly anti­ 
communist. 
The ancestor of this organization, by 
whatever name, was the American League 
against war and Fascism. The successor 
was the American Peoples Mobilization 
and now is the American Peace Crusade. 
The American League Against War and 
Fascism is said to have developed four 
million members. 
Many upright Americans, who art pres­ 
ently opposed to some of the policies of our 
government, could be sucked into this or­ 
ganization. Those who question the Marsh- 
all-Eisenhower program for participation 
in Europe’s defense need to avoid compli­ 
cating the “ great debate” bv affiliation 
with Communist propaganda. The “ Amer­ 
ican Peace Crusade” must be regarded as 
such. 
Their program has been summarized in 
“counterattack” as follows: 
1. Withdraw American troops from Kor­ 
ea; end the war in the Far East. 
2. Seat Communist China in the UN. 
3. Germany must not be rearmed. 
4. A “ united front” for peace must be 
formed in the United States. All Ameri­ 
cans, regardless of their philosophical, re­ 
ligious, social 
and 
political differences, 
must unite to save the nation from the ca­ 
tastrophe of war.

FEW disorders hare proved 
more difficult to treat success­ 
fully than chronic inflammation 
the prostate 
gland. 
Many 
measures including massage of 
the gland, application of heat, 
and the use of vaccines, have 
been devised for dealing with this 
painful condition which so often 
affects older men. None is com­ 
pletely satisfactory and, in m any 
instances, the results are defi­ 
nitely poor. 
Recently, however, a new m eth­ 
od of treatm ent has been de­ 
scribed which has brought excel­ 
lent results in a large percentage 
of cases. This treatm ent consists 
of injecting penicillin directly 
into the gland. Prior to the in ­ 
jection, massage of the gland is 
carried out. 
Five Injections 
In the patients treated, five in ­ 
jections of penicillin were em ­ 
ployed at five-to-seven-day in ­ 
tervals. Of thirty patients treated 
in this way, tw o-thirds remained 
w ell for more than the six months 
of observation. 
When it is considered th at 
these patients had had their dif­ 
ficulties for periods ranging from 
one to ten years, it can be seen 
th at this treatm ent was espe­ 
cially helpful. 
While the penicillin was being 
in<#ated. a number el the pa- 


J tiente had some pain. In most 
cases, this was slight, but In othei 
cases it was severe. The pain dis, 
I appeared rapidly by the time the 
treatm ent was completed. 


After Treatm ent 


In a number of instances, some 
blood was found in the urine Tot 
several days after each tre a t­ 
ment. In those cases, the tre a t­ 
m ent was discontinued. It was 
also necessary to stop treatm ent 
in two cases because of a severe 
skin inflam m ation which devel­ 
oped from individual sensitivity 
to the penicillin. However, no 
complications, such as inflam m a­ 
tion of the surrounding struc­ 
tures, was noted. 
From the results reported, it 
would appear th a t the injection 
of penicillin directly Into the 
prostate gland gives better re­ 
sults than any other method of 
treatm ent now in use. F urther­ 
m ore, few er tre a tm e n ts are 
needed to overcome the difficulty, 
and the method is comparatively 
free from complications.

26 Are Indicted

NEW YORK, 
March 6 -T h e

Judges Pension 
Football Kicked 
Around Again 
r 
COLUMBUS. 
March 
6 — A 
perennial legislative football—a 
bill to give judges a pension of 
up to half their salaries—show­ 
ed up in the Ohio senate today. 
The measure, introduced by 
Sens. Mark McElroy 
and 
An­ 
thony Celebrezze (D-Cleveland), 
was. according to McElroy, the 
same bill defeated four 
years 
ago and again last session. 
The pensions would be financ­ 
ed by a deduction of only four 
percent 
from the judges 
sal­ 
aries. with the strte required to 
make up any deficiency. 
Judges who had 12 years or 
more of judicial service w’ould 
be eligible, provided they h a d 
either reached 70; had reached 
65 and been defeated for reelec­ 
tion. or had become permanent­ 
ly disabled. 
Maximum pensions would be 
based on 25 percent of a jurist's 
annual salary, plu* 25-72nd* of 
one percent for each full month 
of service in excess of 12 years. 
This would give 
a 
50 percent 
pension to a judge with 
three 
six-year terms. 
The measure even provided 
for prior service credit, provid- 
in, the judge made up the con­ 
tributions.

judge reaching 70 after the ef­ 
fective date of the act could be- 
j C'rne eligible by payment of pre- 
i miums amounting to four per­ 
cent of his salary.
